He then reviewed brifly (he coming of Ihe news of the armis- 
tice and the effect it had on the people of-the country, and 
added: "H Is hoped that such measures will be adopted as will 
secure a lasting peace, and which will deter any ambitious 
power henceforth from disturbing the harmony of nations." 


Cardinal Gibbons deplored the race riots which were in

1 'words, Intemperance is the great curse of this country today, 


and (1 is not confined to the use or abuse of intoxicating liq- 
uors, as many well-meaning but mistaken people believe. 
There is, as Cardinal Gibbons says, intemperance in eating, in 
speaking, in the exercise of the liberties of which we boast, 
and which are too often turned into lawless license, and the 


- crassest kind of intemperance in the mad scramble for wealth. 
'^ust'ltow the country will be affecled:by I hi; legislative sup- 
pression of the liquor business we shall know later, but there 
is grave reason to fear 'that Cardinal Gibbons is right when he 
predicts it'wil! not prove ^panacea against all social and moral 
evils. It may help, and it is to be hoped that it will, but so- 
ciety will not be instantly purified by this single piece of 
legislation.
